This article 
points out that Dr. RICHARD P. FEYNMAN of CIT discussed super 
conductivity of certain metals at a meeting of the American 
Physical Society. 


The "Los Angeles Times", in its issue of June 30, 

1956, reflects an article entitled, "Science, Religion Conflict 
Traced, Physicist Thinks Most of Professors Do Not Believe In 
Their Fathers* God," This article states in part tnat Dr, 
fllCHARD P. FEYNMAN had stated that more thaua half the scientists 
today disbelieve in "their fathers' God" in his estimation. Dr, 
FEYNMAN reportedly went on to say that although he did not have 
any statistics to back him up, many scientists do believe in 
both science and God in a perfectly consistent way, but this 
c onsis tency, although possible, is not easy to attain. 


The "Los Angeles Times", in its publication of July 
18, 1956, contained an article entitled, "Beat Goes Sour, 
Calculus andjiyirlcan Drums Bring Divorce." This article 
states in pa|K^ that : 


"RICHARD P. FEYNMAN, 38, Atomic Rese^ch Scientist 
and Professor of physics at Caltech, was divorced 
yesterday by a wife who testified that only his 
African drums could keep him froa his calculus. 
...He begins working calculus pro blems in his head 
as soon as he awakens, Mrs, FEYNMAN told the court 
*I couldn't talk to him because he would say I was 
interrupting his work. He did calculus while driv- 
ing the car, while sitting in the living room, and 
while lying in bed at night.* 
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"The Professor's one hoJ)f>y,sha added, weis playing 
his African drums amd this provided no relief for 
her. 

"Ti# drums made terrific noise but that made no 
difference to him. He would say that he hated 
music but that he loved rhythm, 

'‘Mrs, FEYNMAN also charged that on several occasions 
when she unwittingly interrupted either his calculue 
or his drums, he flew into violent rages during 
which he choked her, threw pieces of bric-a-brac 
about, and smashed the furniture, 

"The court approved a settlement giving her $7^500,00 
cash, an automobile, furniture, objects of art, and 
$300,00 a month for two years and $250.00 for a 
third year. Professor FEYNMAN kept his drums." 

The "Los Angeles Exatainer", in its issue of July 23^ 
1950, contained an article entitled, "Atomic Bomb Physicist 
Joins Caltech Faculty", This article states in part; 

"Appointment of Dr. RICHARD FEYNMAN, 32, Theoretical 
Physicist, to the faculty of Caltech, wsis reported 
yesterday by Dr, LEE A. DDBRIDCE. Dr. FEYNMAN has 
been at Cornell university since 1945> and was active 
in development of the Atcaalc Bomb, the first test 
of which he witnessed at Los Alamos, New Mexico. 

In the last five years he has developed what has 
become known as 'Feynman Diagrams', a technique 
used in speeding up and simplifying calculus in 
the field of quantum mechanics, A native of New 
York, he was educated at Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. He will begin his duties next 
month as a Professor of Theoretical Physics." 

The "Los Angeles Examiner", in its issue of July 2, 
1951# contained an article entitled, "Two Caltech Profs 
yesterday Obtained Leaves of Absence for a Year Abroad. " 

This articles states in part; 
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”Dr. RICHARD P. PEYMMAN, Professor of ©leoretical 
Physics, will*Till a visiting professorship at the 
Centro Brasilerio de Pesquisw Pisicas, Rio de 
Janeiro, Dr. E. W. HUGHES, Research Associate in 
Chemistry, has been appointed Brotherton Lecturer 
in chemistry at the University of Leeds, England."

This release described the appointee as a 35 year 
old professor of theoretical physics at CIT who had been 
selected as winner of the AISERT EINSTEIN Aweird consisting 
of a $15,000,00 cash prize and a gold medal. The announce- 
ment of this selection, according to this release, was 
"annoxinced today at Princeton, New Jersey, by Dr. J. ROBERT 
OPPENHEIMER, Director of the Institute of Advanced Study, 

The award, reported to be the highest of Its kind In the 
nation, is made every three years for an outstanding con- 
tribution to knowledge in maidiematlcal and physical sciences. 
Selection of the winner is made by a committee of the 
Institute for Advanced Study which administers the award. 

"Professor FEYNMAN is considered one of the world’s 
outstanding young theoretical physicists. He is perhaps best 
known for his quantum theory of electricity and magr^ism which 
resolved the difficulties and inaccuracies inherent 'Un early 
theories in quant\jm electro-dynamics dealing with inter- 
actions of atoms with radiation fields, m the past year or 
so he has been working on a theory of liquid helium, 

"FEYNMAN was notified of his selection for the award 
by LEWIS STRAUSS, Chairman of the Board of Trustees of the 
Institute for Advanced Study and Chairman of the U. S. Atomic 
Energy Conmiission. Bie award was established by Mr, STRAUSS 
in memory of his parents. ... 
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"FEYNMAN had begim studying the quantum electro- 
dynamics problem as a graduate student with Prof. J, A, 
WHEEUIR at Princeton university in about 1941, He wrote 
his doctoral thesis on a phase of the problem and was 
awarded Mi Ph.D. Degree In 1942, Then he had to drop the 
problem except In scattered m<mients because he was taken 
into the Manhattan District (Atcailc Bomb project). Early 
in the war he worked at Princeton on the problem of 
separating fissionable uranium 235 from uranium 238. He 
was transferred to Los Alamos at the inception and remained 
there as a theoretical physicist throughout World War II. 

He solved the first test explosion at Alamagordo in July, 
1945, He was able to work on his quantum electro-dynamics 
only In his leisiJire time on buses, at home, etc,,,. His 
current work concerns liquid helium. Below minus 455 
degrees Fahrenheit liquid helium flows without resistance 
throu^ pipes , In certain cases shining a light on it 
causes it to spout up like a fountain, FEYNMAN is now 
developing a theory to explain such strange phenomena 
and others which occur at very low temperatures... .He is 
a member of the American Physical Society and the Americein 
Association for the Advancement of Science. He speaxs 
Spanish and Portuguese and has visited Brazil three times, 
once under the auspices of the U. S. Department of State 
to lecture at the Brazilian Center for Physical Research 
and the University of Brazil, Last Sept, he was delegate 
to the International Physics Conference in Tokyo.

On July 28, 1958, I w as interviewed by a rep resentative of the F.B.I* concerning the 
character and loyal t;/ 1 theoretical physicist Richard Phillips 

Feynman, who is being considered for the position of Science Advisor to Presidsirt 
Eisenhower, Although I Imow that a sincere effartlras made to prepare a careful report 
on the inferraation which I gave, I feel that Richard Feynman’s personality and charac- 
ter and the pattern of his activities are sufficiently complex that it is impossible 
in a single inteinriev: to gain an understanding of this man that is at all accurate. 
Since I do not express myself well orally, I have prepared the enclosed report in the 
interest of completeness and accuracy and because I do not wish to be misquoted or 
misunderstood in this matter. 


Each statement that I am making in this letter and in the enclosed r<»port is absolutely 
true to the best of my knoi-rledge, and each statement of my opinion that I am mdcing 
here is my sincere owiviction, I would swear to these things on a Bible, in a court, « 
or before President Eisenhoi-jer, | 

The position of Science Advisor to the Presidait is of vital Importance for the security 
of the American people. It is inperative that a man be placed in this position whose 
character and loyalty are ccft 5 >letely above reprcach, I am making this report because 
I sincerely believe it is my patriotic duty to my country, I therefore intend to say * 
exactly what I believej I mil not mince words, ^ J 

I do not know— but I believe that Richard Feynman is either a Communist or very strongly 
pro-Communist— and as such is a vary definite security r3s k. This man is, in my opinion, 
an extremely ooimplex and dangerous person, and a very dangerous person to have in a 
position of public trust, particularly a positaon that so vitally affects the safe’^ 
and welfare of this nation— both present and future— as th^ of Science Advisor to 
President Eisenhower, 



I believe that this man is a master of deception, and jimat'niis greater '^JiSht bmes' in 
intrigue, not in physics. In matters of intrigue Richard Feynman is, I believe, 
immensely clever— indeed a genius — and he is, I further believe, cort 5 )letely ruthless, 
unhampered by morals, ethics, or religion— and will stop at absolutely nothing to achieve 
his ends. He seldom makes a miss step. He doe s not expend words or effort unnecessarily 
Statements and acts spoken or performed casually often seem to have bean planted for a 
purpose in the light of subsequent events, I am convinced Idiat this nan is id-Uing to 
spend unlimited time — ^months, even years— in setting a stage for action— making close 
i^iends of key persons, studying personalities, preparing attitude s_ ,^d ideas in people’s 
minds, accumulating useful information, and est^b^shing convincing pdttems of conduct 
for himself that seem casual and every day — in order that nothing will as^terfere with 
his activities or objectives and in order that he mil nev®r-be isa^ecte^vOnoe the 
ground is laid, judging by the patterns of action that I I am

convinced, play the game to the hilt, with uribelievahle daring, making full use of 
the personality traits of persons involved in the drama, even to the extent of inducing 
persons unwittingly to work against themselves or to aid in the deception. So far 
as I can determine and from my own experience, he appears to do this so flawlessly 
that he sta 3 TS on good terms with the person or persons deceived and is thus able to 
continue his activities for a long period of time. I believe that he has repeatedly 
carried on deceptions in which he has oorapletriy escaped detection— or, in any case, 
has avoided public esposure. 


My conviction that this man is not a loyal citizen rests on a series of details which 
I have set forth in the enclosed account entitled Evidence of Disloyally. Some of 
these considerations have been known to the P.B.I. ' ^or a long time, T feel quite sure. 
Nevertheless, I should like to ask you briefly to reconsider one or two of these:

According to his own statement, he carried on the activities 
of opening locks and deciphering code only "for fun" tdiile he was at Los Alamos and 
he said that he had no farther interest in these activities after leaving there. It 
has, after all, been thirteen years since he was at Los Alamos. If he really has no 
further interst in these activities and if he really has nothing to conceal, the 
repeated mention of them to the press is to say the least a bit strained.

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Communistic tendencies in high places in our government. In seeing Richard Feynman’ s 
name proposed as Scientific Advisor to the President, I can only say that I am con- 
vinced that over a long period he has carefully manuevered himself ijailio the public 
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eye (since makes a point of cultivating members of the press and influential 
persons in the scientific world) and that he has in all probability been cleverly 
manipulated into line for this position by other persons. I cannot but feel that 
if Richard Feynman is appointed to the position of Science Advisor to the PresM ent 
that a situation as dangerous as that which existed when William D. White was in 
office might well recur and perhaps go undetected for years. 

If Richard Feynman should be appointed Science Advisor to the President and if he 
should choose to obtain secrets and transmit them to the Russians or msh otherwis e 
to influence national policy in a negative manner, it may be of interest to consMer 
some of the fecial abilities and associations which he mi^t draw upon in -s^roach-- 
Ihg such a problem: 

1) Technical ability to evaluate scientific data, 

2) Experience in opening safes and in picking locks of various kinds,

But I am also^ convinced that after his long hatred of R^ublicans and religion that

are much closer to the Republican point of view and who have the interest of the

H. W, Wilson C<«npany, New York City, contained a biography 
of Richard Phi J lips Feynman reflecting that in January, 1954, 
he participatec! in a conference at th® University of Rochester 
in New York vthcre many of the nation's distinguished physicists 
{such as Dr* J* Robert Oppenheimer, Dr* Hans A* Bethe and 
Dr* Edward Teller} were also in attendance. 

The "Daily People’s World" (DPW), in its issue of 
April 11, 1955, on page 8, reflects an article entitled 
"Scientist Tells of ’Iron Curtain’ by U. S." This article, 
ddtelinedPasadeaa, /^ril 10, 1955, states in part that 
"Revelation that the United States Government has again 
enforced an 'Iron Curtain* to prevent American scientists 
from cooaaunicatlng with their Soviet colleagues was made 
“-his week end by Professor Richard P. Feynman of the California 
Institute of Technology* Professor Feynman, who recently 
won the $15,000 Albert Einstein Award for studies on the 
quantum theory revealed U* S. Government officials had over- 
ruled his accept'.ance of an Invitation from the Academy of 
Sciences in the Soviet Union to attend a series of Moscow 
ieiainars that b«gan March 31 and ended Seturday.#*Professor 
Feyrmian said he felt such international meetings of scientists 
were helpful to, world progress and stability and that he would 
have liked to czoss wits and exchange information with the 
Russian scientists* • «" 

The "Daily People's World," now known as the "People* 
World," became a weekly newspaper In February, 1957, and is a 
west coast communist newspaper* 

The "Los Angeles Mirror - News," a Los Angeles, 
California, daily newspaper, in its issue of April 7, 1955, 
contained an article entitled "Caltech Man Snubs Russia." 

This article states that Richard R, Feynman, a physicist 
at California Inr»titute of lechnoTogy, had said that he turned

down an invitation to a Moscow scientific confarenc® on the 
advice of the Atomic Energy Ct»»Bieeion« Dr. Feynman said* 
according to this article* that he was invited to the 
conference seme time ago and accepted the Soviet invitation 
when told there waa no classified aaterial on the agenda. 

This article further states that Dr. Feynman stated he 
thought he had better get a clearance from the Atomic Energy 
Commission* anc that he was told there were several reasons 
why it might be unwise for him to go, primarily that it would 
be an unwarranted risk. Dr, Feyrwsen reportedly further stated 
that "I won’t say vdiethar the AEC decision was proper i I’d 
made up my mind to abide with It whether I thought it was right 
or wrong.** 


TTi# "!^ollywood Cl titan News,* a Hollywood* California, 
newspaper* in its issue of April 7, 1955* contained an article 
entitled *U. S. Nixes Russ Trip by LA A-Expert.* This article 
deals with Dr. Feynman’s refusal to visit Russia for the 
scientific meeting on the advice of the United States 
Government. According to this article* Dr. Feynman reportedly 
stated that the Atomic Energy Commission did not say he could 
not go to Moseoiir* but the letter ha got from Major General 
Kenneth D. Nich(^ls* head of the Atomic Energy Commission, had 
strongly implle<l that the^Goveinment would not like it." 


The "los Angeles Times," a Los Angeles, California, 
daily newspaper, and the "Los Angeles Examiner," also a Los 
Angeles daily newspaper, in their April 8, 1955, editions, 
had articles concerning Dr. Feynman’s Invitation to attend 
the r4oscow Scientific Conference, The "Los /Vigeles Times" 
article reflects that Dr. Feynman reportedly stated, "There 
are several reasons vvJiy it may have been unwise for me to 
go, even though theoretical discussions might have been veiuabie 
on both side's." The "Los Angeles Examiner" article states that 
Dr. Feynman said,, "The Atomic Energy C<»KBi6slon advised me not 
to go on the grcwinds it would be an unwarranted risk," 

An artacls appearing in the "Los Aoigeies Times" 
of /^ril 29, 195^1, reflects that Professor Richard P, Feynman 
was elected to the National Academy of Sciences, one of the 
most select science groups in the world. ITiis article states 
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in part, "Feynman, age 35, a month ago won the $15,000 
/dbert Einstein Award and gold medal for outstanding 
contributions to knowledge. During World War II, 

Or. Feynman was a group leader at the Los Alamos Laboratory 
where he helped build the A-Bomb," 

The "Los Angeles Timas" in its issue of June 30, 

1956, reflects an article entitled "Science, Religion 
Conflict Traced, Physicist Thinks Most of Professors Do Not 
Believe in Their Fathers* God," This article states In part 
that Dr, Richard P, Feynman had stated that more than half 
tho scientists today disbellevo In "their fathers* God" 
in his estimation. Dr, Feynman reportedly went on to say 
that although he did not have any statistics to back him up, 
raeny scientist!! do baliave.in both science end God in a 
perfectly consistent v^ay, but this consistency, although 
possible, is not easy to attain. 

The files of the "Los Angeles Examiner" contain 
a news release dated for reloase Sunday, March 14, 1954, 
which cortalnecl the following pertinent Information 
concerning Dr. Feynman: 

This release described Dr. Feynman as a 35-year-old , 
professor of tiaeoretlcal physics at Californio Institute of ^ 
Technology vi^o had been selected winner of the "Albert 
Einstein Award, consisting of a $15,000 cash prize and a gold 
medal. The announcement of this selection, according to this 
release, was "announced today at Princeton, New Jersey, by 
Dr. J. Robert Cppenhoitner, Director of the Institute of 
Advanced Study, The award, reported to be the highest of 
its kind in the nation, is made every three years for en 
outstanding contribution to knowledge in mathematical and 
physical sciences. ... Selection of the winner is made by a 
committee of th* Institute for Advanced Study which administers 
the award ..." 

The records of the Los Angeles County Registrar of 
Voters on July :24, 1958, revealed that on April 11, 1956, 

Richard P. Feymaan, 844 Adameda Street, Altadena, California, 
described as a professor, born in Hevi York, changed his party 
affiliation to one of the major political parties. This 
registration is currently in effect.

A confidential source of this Bureau who had furnished 
reliable information in the past advised during the 1947 investi- 
gation of Dr. Feynman that the October, 1937, issue of **Challenge 
of Youth,” a monthly magazine of the Young People’s Socialist 
League contained an article entitled ’’Twenty-five Years in the 
History of the young People’s Socialist League,” written by 
Ernest Erber. This article reflected that the organization 
was founded In 1915 and underwent several changes during the 
intervening years. The year 1932 seems to have been a turning 
point in the nature of the organization. 


The influx of new meiabers between 1929 and 1932 
permitted the Young People’s Socialist League to again meet 
at a national convention in 1932 at Cleveland, Ohio, to 
rebuild a stable national moveraent. A new note of militancy 
was heard on the political creations confronting the league. 
The 1932 convention rejected the red-baiting, anti-Soviet 
views of the “Party leadership.” It marked the opening of 
the struggle to transform the Young People’s Socialist League 
and eventually the Socialist Party into a revolutionary 
organization. The political development of the Young People’s 
Socialist League was accompanied by a growing understanding 
that it was not enough to write revolutionary programs, but 
rather the league must learn to function like a revolutionary 
organization in its dally activities. The membership began 
to involve itsel.f in the mass struggle of the workers. There 
was hardly a national strike or unemployment demonstration 
which did not find members of the Young People’s Socialist 
League in the fiont ranks. These activities began to teach 
the league members a revolutionary concept of mass working, 
particularly th€ idea of fractions in mass organizations. 
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On July 18, 1958, tha Attorney General of the United 
States removed the Independent Socialist League, Socialist 
Youth League and Workers Party from the list of organizations 
designated by hin pursuant to Executive Order 10450* 

The re lords of the Office of Security, Department of 
State, Washington, D. C,, contained a letter directed to the 
Department of State by Dr. Feynraan dated January 14, 1955, in 
\Ahich he stated that on the previous day he had a letter from 
Rfr. Zeroubin, the Soviet ambassador to the United States 
inviting him to take part in a scientific conference in Moscow. 

Dr. Feynman’s letter stated that the invitation came 
as a great eurpri.se, and that although the letter of invitatixm 
indicated the conference was purely scientific. Dr. Feyruaan 
felt that, because of the present relationship of the United 
States with Russia, a visit by him to Moscow could have 
considerable nonscientiflc repercussions. 

Dr. Feynman’s letter requested advice from the 
Department of State as to v/hat action he should take, and 
it was stated that he wished to cooperate with the Department 
of State.

The files of G-2, Central Records Facility, Fort 
Holabird, Baltimore, Maryland, reflected that Dr. Feynman 
v/es the subject of a national agency check completed on 
March 3, 1958, end tv^o partial background investigations 
completed on June 18, 1942, and iUigust 27, 1943, during 
v,'hich no information wac davaloped reflecting adversely 
upon the character, reputation or loyalty of Dr, Feynman. 

Records maintained rt the Central Personnel 
Clearance Index, Personnel Security Standards Branch, 

Division of Seciirity, Atomic Energy Coiamission, Washington, 

D. C,, roflectijd that Dr. Feynman obtained a **Q clearance" 
from the Atomic Energy Cofamisslon on March 4, 1948, through 
the Brookhaven /area Oifice at R’sw York City. The records 
further reflected that this clearance was transferred on 
April 5, 1949, to the Santa Fe Operations Office, Santa Fe, 

Mew fAaxico. Tils "Q clearance” was terminated by the 
Brookhaven Ares Office on June 11, 1949, and by the Santa Fe 
Office on June 30, 1949. The files of the Washington, D. C,. 
Ares Security 'Operations Office of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
Germantown, Maryland, contain no additional pertinent informa- 
tion.
